All material and workmanship to be first-class in quality, and unless otherwise 
specifically stated herein, to be furnished by the contractors, who shall execute their 
contract according to this specification, with the exceptions that the owner shall furnish 
a chimney flue of ample capacity and draft, and shall cause plumber to make water 
connection to outlet in water feeder, left ready for that purpose by the contractors. 

Unless otherwise stated herein, the piping is to be erected in the manner known 
as the “single pipe system,” or in other words, without return pipes except in the 
cellar, and with one valve only connected to each direct radiator, through which 
valve both the supply of steam and the water of condensation shall pass to and from 
the radiator. 

If, before completion, the apparatus is used, such use shall be at the risk of the 
owner, and the contractor shall not be held responsible for any damage done to or 
by the apparatus during such premature use, nor shall the contractors be required to 
repair such damage without charge.
